Stress Laid on Miss Starr’s Words. 

The words uttered by Miss Starr, “ As an 
American citizen I protest against the arrest 
of these persons, who have done nothing 
contrary to the law,“ was declared by Prose- 
cuting Attorney U. . Schwarts to have con- 
stituted an offense agarnst the law. He said 
the actions of Mies Starr caused a large 
crowd to gather and her utterance served to 
cause disorder. 

When Miss Starr testified she admitted 
making a similar statement and declared she 
had acted only in an orderly manner.

Many Officers Quit Posts. 

The officers of regiments in Ireland which 
have been ordered to Ulster are resigning 
their commissions. It is impossible to indi- 
cate the extent of the defection, but Dublin 
dispatches gay that about 100 officers have 
already resigned at the Curragh camp alone. 

The Dublin correspondent of the Morning 
Post, concurring in the statement that a 
hundred officers have resigned, says some 
regiments are entirely without officera. The 
resignations were mainly in the cavalry, but 
there is a fair sprinkling of infantry officers. 

Many Resignations at Curragh, 

It is stated that this wholesale abandon- 
ment of commissions followed the receipt at 
the Curragh camp of a peremptory erder 
from the war office, which, on learning that 
some few officers intended to resign, tele- 
graphed the commanding officer to the ef- 
fect that any officers who were not pre- 
‘pared to serve in Ulster must immediately 
resign or otherwise they would be dismissed 
from the service. : 

The resignations are said to be many in 
the cavalry regiments, which in most cases 
are commanded by rich men. The cavalry 
regiments now in Dublin and the Curragh 
camp are the Fifth lancera, the Sixteenth 
lancers, and the Fourth hussara. 


“Dealing” with Resignations, _ 

It is expected that the resignations from 
the infantry regiments would be considerably 
fewer as the bulk of these officers are unabie 
to afford to wreck their careers in order te 
humor political preferences. 

It was said at the war office late tonight 
that rumors have been received of a few 
resignations and these are being dealt with,“ 
but it was absolutely denied that all the 
cavalry officers at the Curragh of Kildare 
bad resigned as rumored. 

The Times describes the cabinet as being 
greatly perturbed over the threatened res- 
nations of army officers. The Times says 
the crisis has unquestionably shifted for the 
moment from Ulster to thearmy. The new 
situation has completely eclipsed the daa- 
ger of disorder in Ulster. 

The statements of the Times and Daily 
News and Leader in regard to the resigna- 
tions of officers are less precise than those 
of other papers, but they are generally con- 
firmatory of these statements. 

Calls a War Conference, 

According to the Daily Mail the news of 
the threatened resignations reached the gov- 
ernment late yesterday. A conference of 
the ministers was urgently summoned at the 
house of Col. Seely, minister of war.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 
BUCHAREST, March 20.—Charies J. Vo- 
picka, minister to the Balkan states, to- 
night emphatically denied the stories ema- 
nating from various points in the countries 
to which he is accredited charging conduct 
unbecoming a diplomat. 

The stories painted Mr. Vopica as void 
of tact in his daily relations with royalty 
and high officials. It is said he crit.cised 
Emperor Francis Joseph at a dinner in 
Prague. . 

At Sofia, Vopicka is reported to have driven 

to the palace, and as he stepped from his 
carriage said to an American acquaintance, 
pointing to a soft shirt that he wore: ‘‘ That 
shirt cost me $12. I wore it when I saw Kings 
Carlos and Peter, and now I am wearing it to 
see Ferdinand.“ 
The admiration of the Bulgarians for Mr. 
Vopicka is said not to have been heightened 
when they learned he saw the New Year in 
at a prominent beer hall in Sofia. 


Work of Political Enemies. 

The stories attacking me, Mr. Vopicka 
said tonight, are untrue and idiotic. They 
evidently are the work of political enemies. 
“This is not the first time my actions 
during a brief stay at Prague, while proceed- 
ing to my post last November, have been 
criticised. Six weeks ago there appeared in 


American newspapers a highly imaginative | 
and fictitious report to the effect that I 
criticised the Austrian government and as- 
sociated with agitators unfriendly to the 
royal house of Hapsburg. 

“I was spared the formality of denying 
these trumped up charges by Mr. Man, 
who made a forcible denial of the same. 

Regarding the stories concerning my 
visit to Sofia, they need but to be mentioned 
to be denied. They are not to be given the 
consideration of discussion.” 


BRYAN ROILEU BY REPORTS. 

Washington, D. C., March 20.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Bryan was indignant today ai the 
rumors emanating from Europe concerning 
the conduct of Charies J. Vopicka of Chicago, 
American minister to the Balkan states. 

Mr. Bryan refused to discuss the Vopicka 
case. He said he had not read the articles re- 
ferring to the minister, who has been the sur- 
ject of severe critic.sm heretofore. Also b* 
said he would pay absolutely no attention to 
the articles unless he received complaints 
from the governments to which wc She 
has been accredited. 

Tre charges against Vopicka were branded 
as malicious falsifications by Representative 
Sabath, one of the diplomat's principal spon- 
sors. 

Mr. Vopicka is a gentleman who is well 
versed in the usages of polite social inter- 
course, and therefore it is ridiculous to repre- 
sent him as lacking in courtesy to the queen 
of Bulgaria or to any other members of the 
courte to which he is accredited,” Mr. Sabath

judiciary committee today. 

Next Tuesday afternoon the commitee will 
listen to arguments on the question of pun- 
ishing or exonerating Representative J. T. 
McDermott and officers of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers. 


Spend Hours on Question. 

The judiciary committee spent nearly four 
hour struggling with the question of what 
should be done to clear the house of the im- 
putation that it harbors agents of the in- 
visible government and tolerates schemes to 
impair the integrity of the proceedings of 
the body. The members of the committee 
viewed the scandal with varying degrees of 
seriousness. 

Representative Nelson of Wisconsin, Re- 
publican, asserted the disclosures precipi- 
tated by the confessions of Mulhall have in- 
jured the reputation of the house and that 
only drastic punishment of the culprits will 
convince the people that this branch of con- 
gress is not in secret sympathy with the 
lobbyists. 


Threatens Minority Report. 

He announced that if the committeeadopts 
the recommendation limiting punishment to 
censure only he will bring in a minority re- 
port and move the expulsion of McDermott 
and the citation of the manufacturers’ as- 
sociation officers for contempt of the house. 
The Democratic members of the committee 
favored letting the culprits off with no 
greater punishment than a reprimand. 

The announcement made by Representative 
Nelson means that demands for the expulsion 


| of McDermott and the punishment of the 
N. A. M. officers for contempt will be made 


by the Republicans as well as the Progres- 
sives. Representative Kelly of Pennsylvania 
will lead the Progressive movement for such 
punishment.

Harrison documentary proof that more than 
400 saloons in the city ere catering to the 
delinquency of girls and women. A delega- 
tion from the Chicago South Side Woman's 
club consisting of Mrs. Russell Opdyke, Mrs. 
W. F. Van Buskirk, Mrs. James N. Crandall, 
and Mrs. Frederick L. Brown visited the 


streets on three sides of Chicago 470 saloons 
had been found violating laws. 
The delegation explained Mrs. Emily Hart- 


5 *. chairman of the philanthropy and reform 


committee, personally had investigated each 
place mentioned: That she had done her 
work thoroughly was checked, the women 
said, by visits of the members of the com- 


, mittee to most of the worst saloons. The 


work of visiting saloons was begun on Sept. 
1 and was not completed until just before 
Christmas. 

The mayor said he did not believe so many 
saloons were catering to women and asked 
for documentary proof, which was promised. 


Saloons Named in List. 

The list takes in every saloon on North 
Clark street, West Madison street, and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, with the exception of 
those south of Seventy-second street. These 
were exempted because they are scattered 
and cater mostly to laboring men. Practi- 
cally no complaints of women congregating 
there have been received. 

The list contains one instance of a sup- 
posedly refined, respectable buffet and café 
wherein investigation showed about 300 girls 
and women were being served drinks daily 
for quite a period of time. Another place 
averaged 200 women and giris drinking 
daily, while the third next worst has a record 
of 150 a day. 

Our proof is conclusive,’ a member of the 
committee said, but whether our efforts 
amount to anything will be shown by what 
the mayor decides to do; He can abolish 
these places which cause the downfall ef so 
many giris. We are all praying that he 
does,”

R. STOCK and the Chicago Symphony 

orchestra, having devoted themselves 

to the serious things of the art for 

_twenty-two weeks, chose to indulge in 

a program that celebrated the giortes | 
of melodrama and the display of orchestral 
effect at the season’s twenty-third matinée 
yesterday. Now it is permitted that the plan- 
ist present an occasional Liszt rhapsody or 
Weber concert piece in the solemn environ- 
ment of the symphony concert. The singer 
likewise is allowed from time to time to offer 
some gaudy excerpt from coloratura literature 
and violinists ard ‘cellists are rather expected 
to be pyrotechnical. Therefore, there is no dis- 
position to resent Mr. Stock’s expert revival of 
certain brilliant and long ‘neglected composi- 
tions by Tschaikowsky, Kaun, and Sibelius. 

— 


It is evident. however, that styles change in 
music as in other things. Twenty years ago 
the Manfred symphony of Techaikowsky 
Was accepted as a masterpiece by everybody 
except the composer. He cherished that delu- 
sion only in regard to the first movement. 
Nine ‘years ago this ‘public accepted Kaun's 
symphonic prologue, “ Mary Magdalene,“ as an 
eloquent bit of program music. Yesterday the 
audience received it with a placidity surpassed, 
one might say, only by the tundamental and 
underiying emotional content of this .quasi- 
tragic excerpt from the correlated literature 
of orchestral mechanics. The two legends of 
Sibelius’ have retained’ certain qualities that 
impressed as musically sincere when first they 
were heard here in 1901 because they are de- 
rived from folk songs and folk lore; Rimsky- 
Korsakow's Spanish caprice never has made 
pretentions to anything but orchestral display, 
wherefore it remains as fresh and pleasing to- 
day as when first it was heard. 

It proved sufficiently popular with yester- 
May's audience to keep almost every one in 
her seat until the conclusion of the program, 
despite the printed warning that it was to be 
presented without pause and the request that 
those who desired to leave the hall do so be- 
fore the final number. As always happens, it 
sent the listeners away tingling with the im- 
pulse of its exuberant melodies and intoxi- 
cated with the warmth and color of their or-“ 
chestral investitude. It always is exhilarating 
to witness superlative skill, and the whole pro- 
— in the fast analysis, was devoted to

“The Lady Doc” was writ- 
ten out of her own experience, and now 
comes THD FULL OF THE MOON ” (Lip- 
pincott), which, while a western story, is 
different from either Me, Smith or The 
Lady Doc.” N is more conventional, perhaps, 
but at the same time it is unconventional. It 
is a western story dealing with ranches and 
renchmen. The heroine, Nen Galbraith, lives 
among conventional surroundings and al- 
ways has. 

When abe is proposed to by a young 
man in her own town, although she 
likes bim she thinks it better to decdine his 
offer until she has seen a different type of 
man, the ranch type, the romantic creation 
of Mr. Owen Wister’s novels; so to the horror 
of her family she turne her back upon civiliza- 
tion and goes west. There she meets the 
cowhoy of her dreams as far as appearances 
go, and she has many exciting experiences, 
not all of them pleasant. She finds out n the 
end, however, what she started out to dis- 
cover, and that is that a man does not have 
to wear top boots, a blue flannel shirt, and a 
broed brimmed hat to be a real man. 

It would not surprise me if The Full of 
the Moon proved to be the most popular of 
Miss Lockhart’s novels, and if it does not 
ultimately find its way to the stage I will 
be very much surprised, for ft hae all the 
elements of popular drama in it.

It has been some time since we have had a 
book from John Masefield. Now he is out 
with a dramatic poem, “POMPEY THE 
GREAT” (Macmillan). The subject is not 
as exciting as some of those that Mr. Mase- 
field has written upon, but I suppose that he, 
like other poets, wants to show his versatil- 
ity, #o he writes a classic drama.

Another western novel that the publish- 
ers, Houghton, Mifflin, exploiting with 
much enthusiasm is called “OVERLAND 
RED,” a “ romance of the moonstone cafion 
trail.“ The author hae written other books, 
but thie one is published anonymously. As 
in Mies Lockhart's book, the scene is laid in 
the west among cowboys and ranchmen. The 
man Who gives the title to the story, Over- 
rand Red, is a tramp, a poet, a cowboy, and

and had much to do with shaping the love 
affairs of the heroine. There is one thing 
about this book that ought to be an element 
in its success, and that is that it is perfectly 
clean and decent and at the same time full of 
romantic adventure. Why the author did 
not sign his name to itis his own secret. The 


writer. Sometimes successful writers get 
tired of success im one line and want to make 
it in another.

That industrious writer, Francie Gribble. 
has another racy book forthcoming. It is

The house of Hapsburg has always been 
famous for the eccentricities of ites members, 
whether they be men or women, and there 
are more scandals woven into their lives 
than any other royal house can boast.

Gribble is just the man to handle success- 
fully a subject of this sort. He hastaken up 
this subject more or less as a scientific n- 
vestigator to see what Inferences he can 
draw from the remarkable Mves of this 
strange family. 

We already know much of their eccentrici- 
ties, for only recently Princess Louisa ef 
Tuscany told her own story and that of her 
royal relatives in a book that excited wide 
attention. Princess Louisa is about as ec- 
centric as any of the Hapsburgs, for it will 
be remembered of her that she went bicycling 
with a dentist in the park of Dresden and 
then appealed to her son's tutor to come and 
“compromise” her in Switzerland. Mr. 
Gribble has spared few details in writing this 
book, and he tells us more of the emperor's 
affair with Frau Schratt than even Louisa 
of Prussia dared print. If Mr. Gribble’s book 
should ever be translated into German it 


would make exceedingly interesting reading 


for the Emperor Francis Joseph.

“Why Not Tell Them, Tom?” 

After listening for an hour to assertions

Why don't you tell them, Tom, what you 
intend to do? You control the majority of 
the drainage board. You've decided you will 
not give the city any more lights without in- 
creasing the rates. Why not tell the alder- 
men so and quit wasting their time?’

Conference Near Breakup. | 

The conference appeared to be at an end 
and hearly every one was preparing to leave. 
During the discussion reference had been 
made to changing 7,000 old style arc lights 
to flaming arcs. Those are not involved in 
the rate question. 

Let me see,“ said Trustee Sullivan, after 
asking a number of questions. “I under- 
stood that this rate was to apply to these 
7,000 old lamps as well as the 1,000 new ones. 
If it only applies to 1,000 new lamps that is 
only a small matter. I would be willing to 
pay for the loss on them out of my own 

pocket. ee

The 
Palmer-Ellicott report recommended that 
5.9 mills be charged, representing the actual 
cost of producing thecurrent. Ald. Theodore 
K. Long started a private inquiry of thie re- 
port. 

The Ellicott-Palmer contention was at- 
tacked in an analysis prepared by Robert M. 
Buck, private secretary of Trustees Clark 
and Paullin. The finance committee decided 
to have Prof. 1 W. Bemis review both re- 
ports. He indorsed in effect the Buck report. 
Both Bemis and Buck asserted the people 
should not be charged interest on their own 
investment. 

Pay Interest on Own Money?
